Disarmament Commission to 
work out a “synthesis” of East- 
West schemes for arms reduc- 
tion which, through “reciprocal 
concessions,’ would achieve the 


long-sought objective and ulti- | 


mately result in abolition of 
weapons of mass destruction. 


“We should be guided, by | 


three ‘principles which may be 


summed up in just 17 words,” | 


Moch said. “No control without 
disarmament; no disarmament | 
without control, but progres- | 
sively all disarmament that can 
be currently controlled.” 


The French spokesman admit- 
ted that the 12-nation commis- 
sion was deadlocked in the long 
negotiation because “we find 
ourselves where two concepts 
collide’’ Russia seeks a plan of 
total disarmament even though 
it is not now controllable, Moch 
explained, whereas Western na- 
tidns led by the United States 
want to attack the difficulties 
of control step by step. 

Three Solutions Open. 


“Under these conditions, 
taking into consideration the 
necessity of unanimous agree- 
ment,” Moch said, “three solu- 
tions and only three, in my 
opinion, are open to us

Chairman Says Appeal Will 
Be Made to Congress as 
Result of Bomb. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 (AP) 
-— Civil Aeronautics Board 
Chairman Ross Rizley said yes- 
terday recommendations would 
be made to Congress to pro- 
vide “adequate punishment” for 
airline saboteurs in’cases like 
the Longmont (Colo.) plane 
crash, 

In that crash Nov. 1, a Den- 
ver man is accused of putting 
a time bomb aboard a United 
Airlines’ plane that crashed, 
killing 44 persons aboard. 


Rizley told the Aero Club of 
Washington that both the FBI 
and the Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration are working to pre- 
vent a recurrence, but that the 
board will propose stronger 
penalties for future cases under 
Federal law. 


“Recommendations will be 
made to Congress at the next 
session to change the law and 
provide punishment commeén- 
surate with the crime,” he said. 

Rizley said federal law now 
provides only a maximum pun- 
ishment of 10 years imprison- 
ment for actions like that in 
the: Longmont tragédy. In that

RECORD ELECTRIC 
OUTPUT, 11 BILLION 
KILOWATT-HOURS 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23 (AP)— 
The country reached a new. 
milestone in the electric age 
last week—output of 11 billion 
kilowatt-hours in a single week. 

The new record, as reported 
today by the Edison Electric 
Institute, was 11,149,000,000 
kilowatthours, almost 20 per 


cent more than output in the 
corresponding week, of 1954. 

Colder weather in the north- 
west along with booming fac- 
tory consumption in major cit- 
ies were major factors in the 
peak output. Much of the gain 
in recent years canbe traced to 
the increasing use of electricak 
appliances in the home. " 

Here, in brief, is the nistory 
of United States power con- 
sumption: 

Electric output reached 242 
billion kilowatthours a wtek 
for the first time in September 
1939, just after the start of 
World War II. 

Production of five billion kil- 
owatthours came in the second 
week of September 1947: 

The nine billion kilowatthour 
mark came in mid-January 
1954, and the ten billion figure 
was reached last January.

Passage of all eight propositions included in 
the $39,712,000 St. Louis county bond issue marks 
a triumph, m than In some elections, for the 
citizens of the coynty. 

To an unusual degree, this was a citizens’ 
election. It was won by citizens, not by officials. 
Tt might almost be said to have been won in 
spite of officials, for their apathy and neglect 
allowed a dangerous tangle over tax assessments 
to arise just before the balloting. 

Fortunately a substantial majority of county 
citizens was willing to listen to reason. Once 
they heard the case for the bond issue they put 
aside their complaints over taxes and assess- 
ments, and voted by margins as high as 4 to 1 
for the long-term capital improvements so badly 
needed. Where $39,000,000 in projects were 
rejected at the February 1954 bond election, the 
same amount was decisively accepted this time. 
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For presenting the case for the bond issue 
vigorously and persistently against what seemed 


* at times heavy odds, for organizing effective 


telephone campaigns to get out the vote, and 
for doing all the other tasks required in such 
an election, the citizens’ committee headed by 
E. E. Pershall is entitled to thanks and credit. 

So also is the original screening committee 
headed by J. John Brouk, which worked from 
Mareh until August drafting a tentative pro- 
gram, and the Executive Campaign Committee 
headed by Edwin J. Spiegel, which did a second 
screening job and set up the Pershall committee 
to lead the fight. 

The result of all these devoted efforts is that 
St. Louis county takes its place beside the city 
voters who approved a $110,000,000 bond issue 
last May in uttering an unmistakable call for 
progress, not decay, in the metropolitan area. 
The interest of the whole community is identical 
and indivisible. Voters on both sides of the 
city-county boundary have now said so plainly. 


In flashing the green light for progress the 
voters have, of course, merely ‘taken the first 
step. They must now look to their county 
officials—to Supervisor Matthews, members of 
the County Council, and other officers—for swift, 
honest and efficient execution of the program. 
Those officials would do well to realize at the 
outset that in large part they will be judged at 
the next election by the way they perform this 
task. 

* * . 

Without doubt, special attention should go to 
the expressway and highway projects to which 
the people look for relief from the county’s 
strangling traffic congestion. The heavy vote giv- 
en the expressway and supplemental road propo- 
sitions, particularly, made clear the public de- 
mand for action. But dispatch and competence 
are needed also in carrying out the mandate on 
voting machines, hospitals, children’s buildings, 
parks and playgrounds, and civil defense. The 
citizens who won the election will expect prompt 
establishment of a watchdog committee, of the 
same caliber as that which waged the campaign, 
to oversee the program. 


Furthermore the voters have a right to expect 
what Supervisor Matthews has not given up to 
now—conscientious co-operation with the Coun- 
cil’s plan for a scientific, parcel-by-parcel reas- 
sessment of real property. In so willingly 
shouldering new taxes for the bond issue, coun- 
ty citizens are entitled to insist that those taxes 
be levied against a fair assessment base.

Louis county's officials now follow through for 
progress, 
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Bagpipes Skirl on Market Street 

Some of the pomp and ceremony that sur- 
rounds Buckingham Palace came to St. Louis 
when the Regimental Band and Massed Pipers 
of the Scots Guards, 100 strong, marched into 
Kiel Auditorium.

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Under Separate Cover 

The Post Office Department's new ruling per- 
mitting letters in parcel post packages ends an 
old and senseless practice—at least for the dura- 
tion of a 60-day trial beginning Monday. All 
that will be necessary is to indicate ‘on the 
package that a letter is ineclosed and to add ‘e 
three-cent stamp to pay its way. There will be 
no more of this nonsense of sending package 
and letter under separate cover. Fair enough. 
Simple enough, too. Why nobody put the scheme 
into effect until Postmaster General Summer- 
field came along is one of those mysteries preb- 
ably lost in bales and pales of red tape. 
Mystery or no, however, Mr. Summerfield ‘is 
entitled to take a bow. 
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Argument Out of Wonderland 

Attorney General Brownell is showing an un- 
usual soligitude for an organization, the Wash- 
ington Pension Union, which is accused of being 
a Communist4ront group. He is asking that for- 
mer Senator Harry P. Cain be disqualified from 
presiding over the Seattle hearings of the Sub- 
versive Activities Control] Board because he is 
prejudiced—not against the Government but 
against the pension union. 


This is about as curious a legalistic argument 
as has been reported in a long time. True, in 
1949 Cain ‘did denounce the organization as 
Red-tinged. So at the start of the present pro- 
ceedings, its lawyers charged him with bias. But 
Department of Justice lawyers defended the 
former Senator. Early this year, however, Cain 
said that his service on the Subversive Activi- 
ties Control Board had convinced him that the 
Government's employe security program often 
“indicts the innocent without reason” and that 
the Attorney General's list of proscribed organi- 
zations is a “heinous thing.” 


So the pension group dropped its bias charge, 
and this is now being pressed by Mr. Brownell 
against the group's desire but ostensibly for its 
own good. Does anybody really believe that is 
why the Government wants Mr. Oain removed 
from this case? 

There is more involved here than Mr. Cain's 
change of heart or the governmental solicitude 
which seems to come straight out of “Alice in 
Wonderland.” The real cause for concern is

what Senator Thomas Hennings of Missouri has 
called “administrative criminal law.” This is a 
system of administrative findings of guilt or in- 
nocence-——involying very real penalties such 4s

Granting the need for prudent security meas- , 


ures, it is high time that this system be brought 
into accord with basic American principles.

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To Be. Thankful For 


There are many things that the American 
people can be thankful for this Thanksgiving 
season, _ Outstanding among them is the fact 
that President Eisenhower has .recovered suf- 
ficiently to be able to preside over meetings 
of his Cabinet and the National Security Council. 


No one knew how Mr. Eisenhower's iliness 
would: turn out on that dark Sunday in late 
September. The news of his heart attack: hit 
the country hard and quickly it reverberated 
around’ the world. For several days there was 
speculation on whether the President would be 
able to resume the duties of his office, what the 
role of Vice Pfesident Nixon should be, how the 
office might be managed during the period of 
convalescence. 

Fortunately the stricken Executive began to 
mend almost at once. One week passed and 
then another without setback or complication, 
Soon Mr. Eisenhower was able to receive of- 
ficial visitors at the Army Hospital in Denver 
and it was not long before plans were being 
made for removal to his Pennsylvania farm 
by way of Washington. 

Now the President has gone by motor to the 
presidential mountain retreat in Maryland, has 
met with high-ranking Administration officials 
and returned to the farm home. The schedule 
calls for him to spend part of each morning in a 
temporary presidential office in the postoffice 
at Gettysburg. 

This arrangement is far from ideal, since the 
presidency is a hard, full-time job. But it is so 
much better than fate might have decreed that 


‘every American citizen should be profoundly 


grateful. For the President’s splendid progress 
toward recovery all can give heartfelt thanks. 
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Put It Over! 


The overwhelming success of the eight bond 
issue projects in St. Louis county provides all 
the incentive necessary for continuing the United 
Fund canipaign which has now reached 88 per 
cent of its goal.

When the 
patient had recovered, he wanted to 
know, “Isn't there some way I can dis- 
cover the donor and thank him?” 

He was told the names of donors 
never are divulged. So, some weeks 
after his discharge from the hospital, 
he returned to give a pint of his own 
blood. 

Thereafter, he returned again and 
again for the same purpose. When 
someone thanked him for his anony- 
mous generosity, he answered quietly, 
“Someone I never knew did it for me. 
I'm just saying thanks.” 

It should be noted that someone we 
never knew is forever doing something 
for us. We have inherited the gifts of 
multitudes of men 
and women of 
anonymous  gener- 
osity. 

People we never 
knew gave us the 
freedom we cher- 
ish, paid for it with 
blood and _. tears. 
Men we never 
knew toiled relent- 
lessly to create the 
industrial  civiliza- 
tion that provides 
the framework for 
our lives. 

Scientists we 
never knew risked p.te+|, 
their lives to con-- 
quer the diseases that might have laid 
us low long since. Prophets and mar- 
tyrs gave us the faith by which we live, 

People we never knew did all this. 
It is well, therefore, that the coming 
of Thanksgiving day reminds us to 
say “Thanks.” 

To be sure, we toil for what we own 
and labor to possess the good things 
of the earth. And yet, no matter how 
much we do ourselves, we have inher- 
ited gifts we did not earn. 

Hugh Roy Cullen, Texas oil million- 
aire, toiled night and day, often going 
for days on end without removing his 
oil-soaked clothing. Nevertheless, he 
understood what many of us forget 
when he remarked, “I found the oil, 
but I did not put it there.”

So, however much we toil to get what 
we want, we are indebted both to a host 
of unknown folk who labored and died 
unsung and to a wise providence who 
created the good things we find. 

There are forests of trees, rushing 
a and “the cattle on a thousand 
hills.” 

We find and use them, but we did 
not put them where we find them. 

What is more, we did not create the 
talent of our hands and minds that en- 
ables us to seek and find the treasures 
of our common life. 

Shakespeare found his literary genius, 
cultivated it with diligence, but his 
genius was a gift. 

Einstein found his genius and made 
the most of it, but he did not plant it 
in himself. 

As the Scriptures say, “Every man 
has received a gift.” It is so, and day 
by day we ought to be “just saying 
thanks.” 

One thing is altogether clear, when- 
ever you find a great soul giving greatly 
to the life of his times you find a man 
or a woman who is saying “thanks.” 

It was so in the life of Gilbert Ches- 
terton. 

When he told the story of his life, 
he noted there was a period during 
which he was muddled and confused, 
“not knowing what to do with life or 
what to make of it.” 

But there was in him a feeling of 
gratitude for life, for opportunity, for 
faith, and for the promise of his talents. 
So, he says, through periods of drouth 
and discouragement he hung on “by 
one thin thread of thanks.” 

The grateful man takes frustration 
and hurt in his stride and goes on giv- 
ing the best of himself to his world. 
Like Rébert Louis Stevenson, the in- 
valid, he goes on making music of life 
despite the hurt. 

Stevenson once composed an essay, 
“On the Enjoyment’ of Unpleasant 
Places,” and wrote a prayer of thanks- 
giving in the midst of ve pain. 

His prayer is worth remembering: 

“We thank Thee for this place in 
which we dwell; for the love that unites 
us; for the peace accorded us this day; 
for the hope with which we expect to- 
morrow. ; Give us courage and 
gayety and the quiet mind.” 


The Highly Useful Cattail 


Mabel Otis Robison in The Christian Science Monitor 


When a certain Midwestern vinegar 
manufacturer finds his barrels are leak- 
ing, he goes to an outlying marsh and 
gathers broad, flat cattail leaves. Remov- 
ing the barrel head, he knifes the leaves 
between each joint. The staves are again 
headed and hopped and the barrel is 
tight. 

Cattail flags swell and seal but never 
deteriorate. Barrels and tanks eaulked 
with these leaves have remained in per- 
fect condition after a century of use. 
Distillers and manufacturers of liquid 
products use the flag for all receptacles 
which must be kept absolutely tight. 


The cattail is one of nature’s marvels. 
The brown spike carries about 300,000 
seeds, and the leaf has a system of brac- 
ing which allows it to twist and bend 
during heavy winds or other stress but 
seldom break. 

This plant goes by the scientific name 
of Typha and is often called reed, tule, 
flag, rush, or reed mace. Growing stiff 
and tall, it is scattered over Europe and 
Asia. There are countless acres in all 
sections of North America. United 
States has approximately 140,000 square 
miles of swamp land with cattails. 

The Indians found many uses for the 
— Squaws used the fluff to line 

papoose boards and moccasins. The 
Chippewas made mats and baskets. They 

used the outer coverings to make toys. 

In the spring, the Indians gathered 


the reots and ate them like asparagus. 
In the summer, the same roots made a 
soup and could produce a syrup to pour 
over me 4 The pollen made a thick 
porridge. In the fall, great quantities 
of roots were stored for grinding and 
roasting. They even used cattails to 
make dressings for wounds. 


Our first settlers followed Indian ex- 
ample by making a cattail soup and a 
sort of jelly from the roots. Often they 
made pickles from the young shoots. 

Science is discovering many new uses 
for cattails. The root ean be eaten like 
a potato or ground to make flour for 
baking. It tastes much like potato flour 
and even makes good cookies. The 
starch content is so high it can be used 
like cornstarch for pudding. The flow- 
er can be fermented to produce ethyl 
alcohol which is a valuable antifreeze. 
It can also be made into a cheap indus- 
trial solvent. It makes a good shbstrate 
for growing certain molds like a

The soldiers’ law prescribes 
the rights and duties of the fu- 
jure West Germany military 
men.

The Adenauer regime’s pres- 
ent plans call for its approval 
before, rather than after, pas- 
sage of the most difficult and 
controversial of the military 
bills such as the designation of 
the commander-in-chief and on 
allowing the government future 
emergency powers.

Basis of Opposition. 

Yesterday, however, Richard 
Jaeger, vice president of the 
Bundestag, and chairman of its 
important security committee, 
criticized Adenauer’s plan for 
the ‘‘over hasty” passage of the 
soldiers’ law. Jaeger is a top 
ranking member of the Bavari- 
an wing of Adenauer’s Chris- 
tian Democratic party. 

His remark seemed to reflect 
the same type of parliamentar- 
ian independence that Ade- 
nauer ran into when the Bunde- 
stag rebelliously rewrote his 
original volunteers’ law in July. 


Jaeger, whose committee 
plays a key role in the military 
legislation picture, said it would 
be technically possible to ram 
the soldiers’ law through by 
Christmas. But he added that 
he did not know if the law 
which would emerge from such 
“hasty” consideration would be 
worth the trouble. 


Parts Might Be Omitted. 

For example, he said dis- 
putes over the difficult ques- 
tion of the soldiers’ oath and 
the problem of military obedi- 
ence have not yet been fully 
discussed in his committee, 
much less settled. It would be 
necessary to drop these two im- 
portant parts of the 
ment bill entirely if it were to 
go through before Christmas. 
But if one has to drop such 
sections of a bill, he said, it 
would be better to delay the 
whole law. 

However, from the Govern- 
ment’s viewpeint, the immedi- 
ate importance of the soldiers’ 
law is that it is to supersede 
the volunteers’ law and thus 
remove the parliament’s 6000- 
man restriction and the bar on 
military formations. 

Jaeger went even further. He 
said it would be better to take 
first things first and start deal-

Cars Than They Can 
Sell on Sound Basis, 
Senator Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 (AP) 
—Senator Joseph C. O’Mahoney 
(Dem.), Wyoming, said today 
that many automobile dealers 
complain “‘they are on the brink 
of disaster” because they are 
being forced to handle “more 
cars than they can sell on a 
sound financial basis.” 

He said the Senate Judiciary 
Anti-trust and Monopoly sub- 
committee is “being flooded 
with letters” from dealers who 
complain of “pressures placed 
on them by the General Motors 
high command.” 

He said these dealers are 
forced to grant long terms for 
repayment on new cars “and 
exaggerated exchange values” 
on olti cars that are traded in. 

O’Mahoney said that most of 
these dealers and many inde- 
pendent manufacturers and dis- 
tributors of auto parts and sup- 
plies complain that they “are 
being squeezed” by General Mo- 
tors policy but at the same time 
asked the Senate group “not to 
mention my name.” 

O'Mahoney, who has been 
conducting several weeks of 
public testimony on what he 
calls a study of General Motors, 
said Senators will take every 
effort “to see that there will 
be no reprisals against any deal- 
ers or part manufacturers by 
General Motors.” 

He said that top G.M. execu- 
tives will be called for public 
testimony after the subcommit- 
tee has assembled “the facts.” 

Data Summarized. 
So far, O’Mahoney said, there 


is evidence that: 


1. G.M. bought two small 
engine companies and through 
them “took over the whole 
market” for diesel engines 
used in railroad locomotives. 

2. G.M. invested in or 
bought control of local transit 
companies in order to sell 
G.M, busses and thus “forced 
out independent bus manu- 
facturers.” 

3. Recently G.M. has moved 
into the manufacture of 
heavy-earth moving equip- 
ment by buying out one of 
the large companies in this 


field and is “following the 
same pattern.” 
4. Now G.M. is expanding 


into the field of automotive

Quarles Overrules Flying 


General, Allows Test of

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 (UP) 
—Air Force Secretary Donald

Quarles disclosed last night 
that he overruled an Air Force 
general who tried to keep the 
Army from testing its new “‘sky- 
cavalry” unit in Operation Sage 
Brush, the Louisiana war 
games.

Pentagon officials said the is- 
sues run so deep that Defense 
Secretary Charles E. Wilson 
eventually may have to step in 
and settle the fight. The Army 
is buying more and more heli- 
copters and light planes over 
Air Force objections. 

Quarles acted after 
land, who was responsible for 
settling rules for the Louisiana 
war games, notified him that 
Army Gen, John Dahlquist had 
ordered the “skycavalry” test.

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The Turkey, Giblet Gravy and Stuffing 


Try Chestnut or Oyster’ Dressing, Cook It Slowly, Carve It Calmly 


By Hoyt Alden 


BOUT this time of the year 
Atte air is always filled with 

a lot of theories about how 
to cook the Thanksgiving tur- 
key. There is talk of covering 
them with cloth, wrapping them 
in foil, the comparative merits 
of cooking them on the backs 
or breast down, and much dis- 
cussion about basting. Tables 
and charts are set forth regard- 
ing how long the bird should 
cook, and stuffing a bird is 
made to sound more difficult 
than stuffing a deer. 


As a matter of fact the job 
presents few complications, 
even to the beginner, provided 
a few basic rules are followed, 
one of the most basic of which 
is a slow oven. 

The oven should be slow 
enough that the meat will cook 
evenly all the way to the bone, 
which means you should never 
try to cook a turkey in a hurry. 
As to.how to put it in the 
pan, the best turkey cooks I 
know always lay it on;its side 
in @ shallow roasting pan and 
cover it with a cloth well soaked 
in fat. The oven should never 
be hotter than 325 degrees, 
even for a small bird. If you 
have a big one keep the oven 
down to 250 degrees and let it 
cook for seven or eight-hours. 

After about one-fourth of the 
roasting time has elapsed, turn 
the bird on the other side and 
let it cook until it’s 
fourths done, 
breast side up to:finish. Dur- 


ing the cooking keep it well . 


basted, but use grease or but- 
ter, mixed with the juice from 
the turkey. Never baste it 
with water. A cup of white 
wine spooned over the bird 
with the fat is something else 
again. . 

Just do it that way and you'll 
have a turkey that is well done 
but not dried out, nicely 
browned on the outside and not 
hard.

TUFFING is something else 
§ aeain, and that we will go 

into later. Right now we are 
concerned with giblet gravy, 
without which neither turkey 
nor stuffing is complete. 

While the turkey 1s cooking 
put the neck and giblets in a 
pan with five cups of water. 
Toss in an onion, a couple of 
carrots, a half stalk of celery

and salt to taste. Bring it to a 
boil and then let it simmer for 
at least an hour, Then save 
the broth and chop the giblets 
u» fine. 

When you've lifted the bird 
out of the pan and put it on 
a hot platter and back into the 
oven to keep warm, pour the 
pan drippings and fat into a 
bowl. ‘Then take six table- 
spoons of fat off the top and 
put them back in the pan. Skim 
off the rest of the fat and then 
put the drippings back in, too. 
Blend six tablespoons of flour 
into the fat and drippiggs, and 
when it’s smooth and brown, 
slowly add three cups of the 
giblet broth and enough water 
to make’ up what you need. 
Bring it slowly to a boil, stir- 
ring all the time. Then let 
it simmer for five minutes. Put 


in the giblets and put it all in 
a gravy bowl.

stuffed, but what it is stuffed 
with is another matter entirely. 
The recipes for stuffing are 
many, and they vary with lo- 
calities. But generally speak- 
ing, the three main types are 
plain bread stuffing, usually 
with sage; chestnut dressing, 
and oyster dressing. 

Plain bread stuffing is pretty 
basic, so we'll devote our space 
to chestnut and oyster. First 
the chestnut: 

Shell and skin six cyps of 
chestnuts and drop them in boil- 
ing water. Cook them until 
they are’ soft. At this’ point 
some people grind all of them 
fine, others grind half of them 
fine and the other half coarsely.

Communism has been far wiser 
than many minds of the West- 
ern world in seeing that these 
two notions are inseparable. As 
long as the soul of man is left 
free, he will want to extend his 
personality into the ownership 
of things. Therefore, the only 
way to build up socialism is to 
deny the soul and its relation to 
God by persecution of religion.

THOUGH the Western world 
has tended to secularism with- 
in the last century and to a 
forgetfulness of the spiritual 
basis of freedom, it still retains 
a love for the ‘fruits though 
forgetting the roots which are 
spiritual. The Western world 
is so jealous of its liberty that 
at times it goes to the extreme 
and identifies liberty with 
license or a freedom as exemp- 
tion from law. 


This right and proper em- 
phasis on freedom in the West- 
ern world makes it very diffi- 
cult for it to understand the 
mind of Asia or the mind of 
Communism, which seem to set 
little or no premium on liberty. 
The Asiatic does not regard 
liberty as an ideal; he often 
associates it with what is un- 
controlled or wuneivilized or

even licentious. 

Liberty for him is a kind of 
primordial condition of human 
existence. The birth of civiliza- 
tion for the Asiatic happened 
not when men proclaimed their 
freedom, but when men pro- 
claimed community and estab- 
lished some code by which they 
bound themselves together in 
fealty and mutual service. In 
the Western world we think 
men aré men when they are 
free; the Eastern world thinks 
men are men when they are 
communal. This explains why 
Asia is absorbing Communism, 
with its emphasis on the social, 
more than it absorbs the politi- 
cal philosophy of -liberty. 

“Lae Tae 


THE IDEAL of the Asiatic 
is to be an individual in a com- 
munity rather than to be a free 
individual. That is why he 
takes such pains to “‘save face”; 
social repercussions and com- 
munity judgments must always 
be taken into account. The 
Westerner is almost the oppo- 
site in the sense that some- 
times he identifies freedom 
with a break from the family 
and the community. 

The Western idea of freedom 
is right because based on the 
dignity and worth of each per- 
sonality. The Asiatic tendency 
to stress the communal indi- 
cates an imperfection of spirit

that has not yet come to the 
realization of the worth of each 
individual. 

It may very well be too that 
it takes a Christian background 
to appreciate freedom, for free- 
dom is inseparable from the 
spirit. Asia, lacking Christian 
culture, lags also in its under- 
standing of freedom. St. Paul 
speaks of the redemption as 
giving us the “glorious liberty 
of the childrén of God.” Our 
Divine Lord also said that the 
Truth would make ws free. 

The Eastern world, having not 
come under the influence of 
Christianity, is characterized by 
that weakness which stresses 
the social more than the indi- 
vidual. Never having been 
Christianized, it has become 
prey for the philosophy which 
strisses the communal and ig- 
nores the individual, nameély 
Communism. * 

The present strength of Com- 
munism in Asia is that it gives 
corporate strength to the aspira- 
tions for the social; the weak- 
ness of the Western world is in 
presenting liberty as the free- 
dom from restraint, rather than 
a freedom within the law. Our 
Western heritage of freedom, 
when rightly understood, cre- 
ates community, for men are 
most free when they recognize 
their responsibilities one to an- 
other.

Teaching Reading

ANGELO PATRI the age of 3, in another at 
the age of 7—but usually it is about the age of 4, and at 
that time every child should be exposed to reading by a 
well-trained teacher. The beginning teacher has no place 
in the first grade.

CROWDED CLASSES are being blamed.for reading 
failures. That need not be true. At one time I was princi- 
pal of an elementary school that was really overcrowded, 
with class registers over 50—and still the children learned 
to read, write and understand. It is the quality of instruc- 
tion that matters. The experience and training of the 
teacher under freedom of action is what supplies the 
quality. 

Next we hear about remedial measures. Remedial 
measures would not be necessary if the instruction had 
been effective. Had the teacher been allowed to teach sight 
reading, phonic elements, sight words, and had been al- 
lowed to drill the class effectively on the essential, basic 
elements of the lesson underway, the children would have 
read. I saw that done under the most trying conditions. 


> @& @ 

WHAT HAPPENED to the reading in places where it 
shows a weakness was not caused by overcrowding or teach- 
ers’ neglect. It was caused by the imposition of theories 
that discarded the basic principles of teaching reading. For 
example, the teacher of a beginners’ grade in one school, 
a highly efficient teacher with years of intelligent experi- 
ence, was not permitted to show a class a printed page 
until that class had been tested for readiness—they were 
six years or close to that age, and the test was not given 
until November of the fall term. Then the teacher was 
asked to have the class ready for promotion by the end of 
January. She could give about 30-odd lessons in reading— 
and no flash cards, no phonic drills were allowed.

concerns a Mr. A. and a Mr. 

B. who lived in the same 
type of house on the same 
street. They were each married, 
each had two children and both 
belonged to the same political 
party. Two years ago, when 
they both moved into their new 
homes, they found that during 
cold weather moisture and 
sometime frost appeared on the 


window glass. They both went 
out and purchased storm win- 
dows from the same firm. 


The storm windows did the 
trick just fine for Mr. A. He's 
as happy as a clam but not Mr. 
B. He’s got a whole new prob- 
lem now and this is moisture 
and frost collecting on the in- 
side surface of the storm win- 
dow. Now with all things being 
equal, this is probably caused 
by the fact that the humidity 
inside Mr. B.’s house is some- 
what higher than in Mr. A.’s 
and it doesn’t have to be much 
higher to cause trouble of this 
nature. 

What Mr. B. should try first 
is to install weatherstripping 
around the inside sash. The idea 
here is that the stripping, if 
properly installedg will help 
prevent a lot of that moist air 
flowing around the edges of the 
inside sash into the space be- 
tween the inside sash and storm 
window. If this fails to do’ the 
trick, he might try venting the 
storm window—either by open- 
ing the vent in the bottom of 
the storm sash, drilling a half- 
inch hole at the top and bottom 
of the storm sash or pulling the 
bottom of the sash out just far 
enough to provide a crack be- 
tween the edges of the storm 
sash and the window frame.

North's double of two spades 
was not the business variety— 
it was the so-called “responsive 
double.” In this sort of 
early sequence — an opening 
suit-bid, a double, and a raise 
of the suit—the next player 
often finds it desirable to an- 
nounce that he has some scat- 
tered strength but would prefer 
not to name a suit:on his own; 
the original doubler should do 
that, and the responsive doubler 
will support him. 

West opened the queen of 
spades, and South automatically 
covered with dummy’s_ king. 
East won, and then laid down 
the blank ace of trumps be- 
fore leading another spade. 
South ruffed, but he soon had 
to acknowledge defeat. West 
was not so accommodating as 
to discard a diamond when 
South ran off a few trumps, 
and the upshot was that South 
had to give up a heart trick to 
East, for down one, 

It is possible that the game 
contract would have been beat- 
en in any event, irrespective of 
South's best efforts, but at least 
the opponents could have been 
put on their mettle and tested 

it wasn’t smart of South to 
pave the road for them. The 
cover of the spade queen did 
just that. Suppose South hadn't 
covered. At the worst, West 
would shift to a heart and fix 
South, but if he continued with 
spades or shifted to diamonds, 
declarer would be in the driver's 


seat. He would ruff a spade 
(whether or not West led a 
second round) and cash the 
three top diamonds, throwing 


a heart from dummy, then ruff 
his own last diamond high in 
dummy. If. East overruffed— 
fine. He would have to return 
a heart.

Comment on 
New Members 


To the U.N. 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW .YORK. 

T appears as if the Soviets 
[nave maneuvered us into a 

very unfortunate position on 
the admission of new members 
to the United Nations. The 
package for 18 new members 
would be the begimning of a 
real increase toward the final 
goal of universality, but, as has 
happened before, we are in an 
inflexible situation. 

There seems to be no way 
that we can extricate ourselves 
for, as I understand it, it is a 
matter of principle that Outer 
Mongolia, which Russia wants 
admitted, is not a free nation. 
Of course, but what about Ye- 
men and Jordan, for instance? 

We might very gracefully say 
to the Soviet Union that we rec- 
ognize that it is gaining a vote. 
But the Soviet bloc is so far 
behind the powers of the West, 
who, while they are free, still 
seem to come together on im- 
portant questions. And, there- 
fore, since the balance will be 
kept, we will kindly hand them 
another vote if they feel they 
need it to preserve their self- 
respect and strengthen their 
position in the area of the 
world where China might be- 
come a threat to them. 

* * . 

IT WAS AMUSING to read 
that Marshal Bulganin in his 
speech in India said he “was 
certain the Soviet Union and 
the Western powers would be 
able ta solve the problems di- 
viding them.” This could be 
good news from the Soviet lead- 
er—but how are we to believe 
him — since he knows quite 
well that it depends on him 
very largely and his colleagues 
whether these problems are 
solved or not. 

Prime Minister Nehru took 
the same occasion to denounce 
military pacts and alliances and 
to declare his country had not 
taken sides. His words were 
very clear: 

“We are in no camp and in 
no military alliance. The only 
camp we should like to be in 
is the camp of peace and good- 
will, which should include as 
many countries as possible and 
be opposed to none.” 

Emotionally, the Prime Minis- 
ter hates war and fears the 
thought of nuclear weapons,

His bible 
is Betty Crocker’s cookbook. His specialties are hamburgers, 
cheeseburgers, malted milk, pies, doughnuts, hot biscuits 
and American coffee. He has taught his butcher to give him 
American cuts. His smoked hams are from Virginia. His 
Ameriean doughnut machine cost $6000, weighs 6500 pounds 
and produces 40 dozen doughnuts in 24 hours, at approx- 
imately 6 cents each. When the United States Fleet is in, 
the doughnut machine works day and night. On my last 
visit to Beirut I saw Sam and his helpers (he has now six) 
baking 5000 individual pumpkin pies for 5000 American 
sailors.

Sam explained that hot dog was an American term for 
beef sausage with a new flavor. He had half a dozen cooked 
and sent to the police station. Now, the chief drops in 
every day for a hot dog.

Dorothy Will Simon Decided to Write Instead of Cry When Illness Struck

12-YEAR-OLD BOY was 
A testing through a book of 

poetry which a friend of his 
mother had written, when he 
happened across one titled, 
“Boy Bomb.” He read it, then 
turned to his mother accus- 


ingly. 

“Mom,” he said, “you told 
her about me.” 

“Boy Bomb” may strike a 


familiar chord in any boy, 12 or 

younger or older, and certainly 

will in any mother of a boy, 12 

or younger or older.

Like “Boy Bomb,” many a 
poem in “A Mouse In The 
Corner,” recently publishd (Ex- 
position Press, Inc.) book by 
Dorothy Will Simon of Evans- 
ton, Ill., will hit home because 
home is what they’re all about. 
A wife and mother of two boy 
bombs, Dorothy Simon gathered 
inspiration for her poems at 
school and scout meeting and 
in the kitchen. 


Throughout the years of 
homemaking and motherhood, 
family jokes and anecdotes ac- 
cumulated, and one time school- 
teacher Dorothy Simon kept 
wishing she could write them 
down but never found the time. 
Then she became ill of a 
progressive muscular disease 
which now confines her to a 
wheel chair. The pain was so 
intense she could not sleep at 
night. 

“I decided that, instead of 
feeling sorry for myself, I'd do 
something positive,” she says, 
“so as I stumped from bed to 
chair, I'd put down some of the 
happy moments, some of the 
chuckles, some of the _ sad 
things. Some were inspired by 
things I saw in the community 
around me. But most of them 
were crystallized memories.” 


The kind of spirit that made 
Dorothy Simon write instead of 
cry is evidenced at meeting her, 
as Monday Club members and 
Scruggs - Vandervoort - Barney 
book department customers did 
on her recent visit to St. Louis. 
A gayer, more vital person 
would be hard to imagine. Much
